DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-53, 55-90, and 92-1 10 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Dankberg (US 5,596,439), Sallaway et al. (US 7,050,517) 
and Rabenko et al. (US 6,765,931) do not teach, alone nor in combination, a composite 
signal, a replica transmission signal, and an analog baseline correction current that are 
directly connected together at a common node of a first sub-circuit. 

Claims 37, 48, 61 , 74, 85, and 98 are allowable for similar reasons as claim 1 . 

Regarding Claim 12, Dankberg (US 5,596,439), Sallaway et al. (US 7,050,517) 
and Rabenko et al. (US 6,765,931) do not teach, alone nor in combination, a composite 
signal, a replica transmission signal, and an analog baseline correction current that are 
directly connected together at a common node of a active resistive summing circuit 

Claim 24 is allowable for similar reasons as claim 12.
